generally speaking, that is in Singapore ;

mixed parettage—Chinese and Javanese --

import trade returns showed: an 
improvement over those af the previous 
yenr: now conipanios were cstablished, 
and branch depots, whose hendquarters aro 
in other countries, were opened, But, cs 
‘in the previous year, a number of business 
failures have happened. The bankruptey 
returns for 1906 are not yet available, but 
it is generally understood -that the figures 
will bo about the same_os last year. 
‘There were forty bankrupts in 1905, net in 

alone bu in the neighbouring 

| districts, yet it is the Sourmbaya merchants 
| whu suffer the losses in most cases, 
BANKRULTS’  INDENTRDNESS. 

The total indebtedness of the bankrupts 
was 1,200,000 guilders, of whieh 340,0(K) 
frunes were recovered, leaving a total loss 
_ of 860,000 franes, The list of bankrupts 
contains the names of only three Europeans, 
but these did nut reside in Sonrabaya, who 
fuiled in 70,090 finues, of which 42,000 
francs were recovered, and two or three 
Arab merchants, Most of the bankrupts 
were Chinese merchants. 

A new law rogarding bankruptey has been 


{ brought about. and it dents much more 


| rigorously with bankrupts than the old one 


did. Under the old act, abankrupt could 
settle all his affairs, withont going to Court. 
on the payment of twenty per cent. of his 
claims, the result being, inseveral instances, 
that after tio sneh eampositions, the 
supposcd-bankrupt became 2 wealthy man. 
The new law: makes it impossible for a 
bankrupt to discharge bis debts ander the 
payment of thirly or forty per cent. of the 
muount elsimed. If he offers twenty-five 
percent, he is declared insolvent, and, if 
he cannot mvet his creditors, he is Hable to 
imprisonment. 

Quite recently. 4 Chineso merchaut failed 
in 160,000 francs snd the creditors eould 
only realise 2,000 francs, with the result 
thet the debtor has to ge to prison for 
4,000 days, or about eleven yerrs in all, as 
tlie creditors held there was a good deal of 
ehcating done by the debtor. I think, 
fiowever, that it is very irregular and by 
no means conmunensurate with justice to 
imprison a batkrapt for such « long term, 
without a criminal prosecution.—“* Straits 
Tines.”

Tlie rocks were struck at 2.15 and in ten 
minutes’ time the Sainamn was safe on the 
bench, Asshe reste on the sand tho Sainam 
began to taken list and the passenzers, 
imagining perchance that she was about to 
turn turtle, becume greatly excited. Secing 
that the water between Lhem and the shore 
was only about three feet decp they hastily 
swarmed over the Sainain’s side and into the 
river. Soft mud'was what thoy found and 
through this they foundered, eventually 
renching the bank of the river in safety. But 
they wore a pitiful sight—wet through and 
more orless covered in and. However, 
once on torra.firma they appenred to be 
sittistied, consoling themselves na doubt 
with the philosophical thonght that it might 
have heen much worse. ee 

The Sainam was beached at a point alnast 
directly opposite the Lung Wa joss house, 
about six miles below Shiu Hing, atid at 
tho uppor end of the Ling Yung gorge.

It is not’ said whother these licenses 
aro to be given or sold, According 
to the genoral usages of Government 
thoy will be sold, and if so thon this 
sourca of income will riot be insigni- 
ficant. Tha necessary preliminary 
notifications have therefore been is- 
sued by tlie Nai Hoi and Pun Yuo 
magistrates to the opium farmers, in- 
structing them to preparo for the drag- 
tie chango, and to take steps to supply 
opium only to those who aro provided 
with these licenses, Of coursd, if 
‘smoking bo mudo an indictable offence 
against law, and if licenses are iesued 
only to those who are deemed con- 
firmod smokers, it is clear that at no 
distunt date there will be a complete 
cessation of opium smoking through- 
out the Chineso ompire. Tt remains 
to be seon whether tle Covernment 
has the will and tho power on tho one 
hand, and the Chinese people will eub- 
mit on the other to these new and 
severe opium rostrictions,

TURKEY AND JAPAN. 
An Itmbassy Wanted. 

The folowing Constantinople despatch, 
dated May 12, is published in American 
papers :— oat 

The pour parlora by which Japan is ecok- 
ing to establish diplomatic relations with 
Turkey and tho location of a Japanese 
Ambassador at Constantinople have on- 
countered rathor serious atumbling blocks, 
Japan wishes to ho trested on the same 
footing as the great Powors of Europe with 
rerpect to the ‘capitulutions” by which 
Turkey gives forcign Powers certain super- 
vision over hor internal affairs, ingluding 
schools, missions, consular ~ecurts, -ote, 
The Porte is fimnly opposed to conceding 
theso privileges to Japan, as all the offorts 
pf Turkey within vecont years’ ‘Itiye 
aimed at the restriction and ultiniato 
abolition of these privileges to’ for- 
eign Powers. The offorts of Japan to 
establish diplomatic relations with Turkey 
date back to the period preceding the 
Russo-Japanese war aud wera renewed later 
at different intervals. In November last 
year, 0 frosh altempt was ninde during the 
presenco in Constantinople of two Japaneso 
staff officers who were occupied with a tour 
of studies in Turkey, one of whom sub-
